Thankfully 
her energy level held up and she did a great job of 
keeping up with everyone with our daily tours. What a 
special time this was for us as we celebrated Cindy's 
birthday and then our anniversary as we traveled! 

Many Christians might not realize that Turkey is the 
setting for so much of our New Testament history; 
Paul's letters to the Galatians, Ephesians, and 
Colossians, and John's letters to the seven churches 
in the book of Revelations were all written to cities 
in Turkey! And the exciting thing is that Turkey is 
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excavating more and more of these biblical sites so 
that there is more for Christians to see all the time. 

It's very sobering however, to see that Christianity 
virtually died out in this biblical land in recent 
centuries and we need to pray for the tiny 
percentage of Christians who are now trying to 
revive the Christian faith. Indeed, many of you heard 
the tragic news that 3 Christians were killed by 
Islamic extremists during the first week of our tour. 
Miraculously, their families were proclaiming grace 
and forgiveness toward the killings just days later. 
What a witness of faith! 

We hope you'll join us as we tell more during Sunday 
School on June 24th. Additionally Nanette plans to 
have "Paul's Missionary Journeys" as a theme for our 
Fall Sunday School program and we hope to have 
"John's Letters to the Seven Churches" as our theme 
for Lent next spring. Truly the bible comes alive when 
you stand where the Apostle Paul and Saint John 
and the early church lived out their faith. Warning: 
Nanette took LOTS of pictures... so look out! 

3) On our Outreach Sunday... 

No doubt one of the most exciting things God is doing 
in our church is expanding our outreach. What a 
wonderful display of outreach projects we will have 
this Sunday and how exciting to hear of the many 
ways in which God is using us to reach out to the 
world.

Or a 
parent saying to a child, "I love you, but my money is 
mine!" You see, actions speak louder that words and 
that's probably why Jesus said, "Where your treasure 
is, there your heart will be." Just as our congregation 
has made a commitment of practicing "first-fruits" 
giving (and have been blessed!), we encourage vou 
to practice "first-fruits" giving. And we trust that you, 
too, will be spiritually blessed.

As I write this, I have just returned from Turkey, along 
with twenty five other members and friends of Faith 
Community. Although I am still experiencing jet lag 
(and lots of other lags), here are a few impressions that 
I bring home from that fascinating country: 

First, it is a very beautiful land. Whether the towering 
Toros Mountains (as spectacular as our Rockies), the 
warm Mediterranean and Aegean seacoasts, the 
high plateaus or the gentle hills, the land of ancient 
Asia Minor is stunning. For instance, at a place called 
Nicea, where the Christian revelation of the Triune 
God was clarified, the lake and surrounding trees were 
gorgeous. . . a very fit site for expanding our sense of 
the sheer majesty and beauty of God. 

Also, the world of Turkey is incredibly rich in history. 
Even long before the coming of the ancient Hittites 
(who reached their zenith around 1 200 B.C.), this land 
was inhabited by many civilizations. In our own part of 
the world, any date before the mid-1 800s is considered 
old. In Turkey, on the other hand, many of the ruins we 
saw dated at least from the time of the Roman Empire. 
After all, this is the place where St. Paul first brought 
the Gospel, and we spent time in cities where he 
worked, like Antioch of Pisidia (Acts 1 3) and Konya (the 
Biblical Iconium, Acts 14). Likewise, in visiting the ruins 
of all seven cities mentioned in Revelation 2 and 3, we 
were looking at remains from the very first century 
A.D. 

At the same time, the country of Turkey - like so many 
countries today - is troubled. In the 1 7 days of our 
visit, two huge demonstrations took place, one in the 
capital, Ankara, with 300,000 participants and, the 
day we left for home, 700,000 in Istanbul. The major 
issue: Should Turkey be a secular state, as it has been 
since the days of its founding as a republic in 1 922, or 
a religious one? In this case, "religious" means being 
ruled by Islam. My impression is that an overwhelming 
majority of the people of Turkey would prefer to retain 
the separation of mosque and state. 



In any event, it is not an easy country for Christianity to 
re-enter. With more than 99% of the population Muslim, 
the spread of the Gospel of Jesus Christ remains as 
challenging as in the first century. As you very likely 
know, there were three Christian martyrdoms when 
we were in Turkey. . . the first martyrdoms of Christians 
since before the founding of the republic, i.e., in more 
than ninety years. Doug Johnson of our group knew the 
martyred pastor very well, and his daughter, Jocelyn, 
had baby-sat for the family. "A wonderful, kind, gentle 
Christian man," Doug describes the man who, along 
with two other Christian workers, had been tortured 
and killed. The victim's wife's response to his murderers: 
"On the cross, Jesus prayed 'Father, forgive them,' and 
that is my prayer for you." 

Every once in a while on Sunday mornings at Faith 
Community I pray aloud for Christians in countries 
where it is difficult to be Christian. Please include this 
often in your daily talks with God. 

In general, we had a wonderful trip. Hotels and other 
tourist facilities are vastly improved since my first visit 
to Turkey in 1 988. The human and spiritual chemistry 
of our group was fantastic. I give thanks for a safe, 
enjoyable and memorable trip, with lots of fun, learning 
and laughter every day. 

If you'd like to learn more about Turkey, you might wish 
to ask those who were on this trip. Members of Faith 
Community are Jan, and Julie Baas, Carl and Connie 
Backes, Bob and Nanette Goings, Pastor Dan and Cindy, 
Duane and Pat Sharp, Perry and Anita Willson, Veta 
Hartman and Ann Dworak. Also, we hope to include 
a presentation on Turkey in one of our Sunday School 
sessions in June, and we are even thinking of doing 
next year's midweek Lenten series on letters to the 
Seven Churches. . .with lots of pictures thrown in! Stay 
tuned. You haven't heard the last of Turkey yet!

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LIBRARY NOTES 

Keep your specs on and watch both ways ... 

when you enter the library space later this month. You may encounter circuit riders and their 
horses heading in all directions to complete the 2007 summer reading program. More details 
and dates for the Kneesitters' Club and the Faith Circuit Riders activities will be announced 
soon. Your horse and trail maps will be waiting. 



Long before the Circuit riders hit the trail, the Pilgrims arrived in America in 1620. They brought along 
supplies, a consuming passion to advance the Kingdom of Christ, a bright hope for the future, and the Word of God. Clearly, 
their most precious cargo was the Bible. Have you ever wondered what version of the Bible the Pilgrims brought to America 
on the Mayflower? Believe it or not, it was not the King James Version of 1611 . It was actually The 1599 Geneva Bible - now 
mostly forgotten yet a priceless treasure! Marginal notes, written by Reformation leaders such as John Calvin, John Knox, 
Miles Coverdale, and others, were included to explain and interpret the scriptures for the common people. This translation 
became the Bible of choice for many historical figures of the times. Men such as Shakespeare, John Bunyan, and John Milton 
used the Geneva Bible, and it was reflected in their writings. A gift copy of this Bible has been added to the library. Stop in 
the Reading Room (224) and look up your favorite passage or Psalm to compare with your current favorite edition. 



Parenting is always Challenging, but the challenges are heartbreaking as we try to talk with very young 
children about death, grief, and loss ... or Grandpa's inability to remember their name or why he can't speak clearly or walk 
with them. It may be the loss of a pet or the behavior of a classmate suffering the effects of a syndrome. Many children's 
authors have written picture books that they pray will be helpful at such times. A number of these books are being shelved 
in the Reading Room with other parenting books for parents faced with such situations. A book read sitting on Mom or Dad's 
lap may prompt the questions a child didn't know how to voice. Such books will be found under the Dewey number 248.845 
or ask a librarian for help. 



New bOOkS [and Other media] are added to the library at least once per month. Make it a habit to 
browse the New Books truck near the checkout desk, the book rack on the table in the Reading Room, and watch the shifting 
books displays in the narthex book bin. For a complete list of materials added each month, watch for printouts decorated with 
NEW stickers in the library and narthex. Feel free to take these home to read. Can't find one ... ask a librarian! 

That lovely new cabinet in the library will house our growing collection of DVDs. We're also planning a move for the 
online catalog to a more convenient spot so that you can find out if we own a certain book and locate it more easily.

Donations of Appreciated Stock is Easy 

Appreciated securities that you've held for more than 1 2 months are tax deductible. If you donate appreciated securi- 
ties, you gain two ways. You avoid capital gains taxes and you can deduct the fully appreciated market value of the 
stock at the time of the gift. This tax deduction is limited to 30% of your adjusted gross income. Gifts over that limit 
can be carried forward and deducted within the next five years, assuming you itemize your deductions. 



If you decide to contribute the stock to a charity, simply call your broker and let him/her know how many shares of 
which stock you want to donate. Typically, you want to select an appreciated stock that youVe held over one year 
and that you wish to sell or reduce your holding for diversification purposes. Also, you may wish to donate a stock 
that is paying little or no dividend as you are not earning any income off of that stock position.

Pastoral Care 

What does it take to become a Stephen Minister (and what you receive in return)? 

Okay, admit it. Stephen Ministry has crossed your mind a few times. You might even have picked up a brochure or talked to the 
pastor about it. But now you want to take a closer look at the idea of becoming a Stephen Minister. You're wondering: Is this 
right for me? Following are some guidelines that might help you in your decision-making. 

Gifts 

A Stephen Minister is a person with the gift of mercy, who shows compassion and gives encouragement to and intercedes for 
those he or she cares for. Many Stephen Ministers say that they receive much more from the caring relationship with their care 
receiver than they give. 

Commitment 

A Stephen Minister devotes time, energy, and resources to this ministry. In return, a Stephen Minister has the chance to 
participate in meaningful ministry, make a major difference in another person's life, and grow as a joyous child of God. 

Training 

A Stephen Minister completes 50 hours of training before ever meeting with a care receiver. He or she learns about listening, 
assertiveness, confidentiality, and many other aspects of care-giving. After completing the initial training, there is continuing 
education. Stephen Ministers find that their relationships become richer and deeper at home, church, and work and with 
friends. 

Dedicated Service 

A Stephen Minister serves wholeheartedly. This isn't a casual ministry. It involves prayer, thought, consideration, study, and 
commitment. In return, the Stephen Minister receives grateful thanks from his or her care receiver, our Stephen Leaders, the 
congregation, and our Lord. 

Accountability 

A Stephen Minister is accountable to God, the congregation, the Stephen Leaders, the other Stephen Ministers, and the care 
receiver. In return, he or she receives support, encouragement, and guidance in Small Group Peer Supervision. 

Continuous Learning 

A Stephen Minister is open to adjusting and adapting his or her care-giving to fit the needs of the care receiver. He or she learns 
more about care-giving at each meeting with a care receiver and at each supervision session. Stephen Ministry is an experience 
of continuous learning, growth, and joy. 

A new training class for Stephen Ministers is starting soon. The Holy Spirit may be calling you to the joy, commitment, growth, 
meaning, training, service, and care of being a Stephen Minister. Pray for God's guidance as you consider this opportunity.
